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Li Chl-shen said: "We must consolidate out position within the Soviet 
socialistic camp, and solidify Sino-Soviet friendship under Chairman Mao*s 
leaning-to-one-Eide foreign policy and the CCP leadership; strengthen the 
united front of all the democratic countries of the world; and struggle to

Kuo Mo- Jo stated that Chxna has attained victory in the people’s revolu- 
tionary struggle because it has succeeded in basically destroying the enemy 
within the countrv, "But", he reminded, "there are outside enemies threaten- 
ing us.
